NON-UNION MAN 

Chester and Johnson quoted 
Dukes as saying that he was a 
non-union man. 

Charges of disorderly conduct 
were booked against Hall, while 
Archer was charged with carrying 
concealed weapons and Best was 
arrested for “disorderly conduct— 
shooting at another.” All three 
were released on bond immedi- 
ately.

Gasoline evidently was used to 
fire a new truck early yesterday 
at ‘the Barnes line, Patrolmen T. 
H. Leathers and C. M. Burks re- 
ported. An empty oil can in 
which the odor of ‘gasoline was 
very strong was found near the 
blazing truck, officers said, and 
the odor of gasoline about the 
truck was said to be “very no- 
ticeable.” 

The truck, valued at $1,100, was 
listed as a complete loss. 

Two weeks ago, four fires broke 
out within a space of 20 hours at 
four different truck lines. One

“Give me liberty or give me 
death!”

FT. BENNING, Oct. 13—There 
is an unusual school in session 
here; in many ways, an amazing 
school. It is the “University of 
PW,” and its student body is made 
up of 7,500 of Hitler’s cold, ruth- 
less killers. 

But the steel is gone from their 
eyes, the sneer from their faces; 
and what are they thinking today? 

“Today we know what a deci- 
sive mistake it was to force upon 
others what appeared to be right 
for us and not to insure us first 
if the European people wanted to 
be blessed by us at all.” 

That does not come from a ca- 
tering civilian in occupied Ger- 
many. It comes from one of the 
elite of the African Corps. It 
comes from Sgt. Erich Hage, 


spokesman for the base prisoner-: 


of-war camp here and its 13 
branch camps in Georgia and Ala 
bama—largest concentration of 
prisoners of war in America. 
Hage is a student leader in this 
unusual university, this school be-

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Yankees To Hold Golden Jubilee in Fitzgerald

FITZGERALD, Ga., Oct. 13.—Their accent is a bit drawlish, 
suh, but they’re still Yankee colonials in the heart of Dixie. 

They’re inviting “you-all” to their golden jubilee party Oc- 
tober 18, one of those old-fashioned Yankee dinner-on-the-ground 
affairs and bring your own basket. ° 

There’ll be a lot of oratory and a lot of barbecue and Bruns- 
wick stew. You know those Yankees. 

There'll be a band, a-whooping it up with “Dixie,” and if 
you should get that feeling you can do a buck-and-wing or a 
Virginia reel right on the street. Strictly “Yankee stuff,” you 
know. 

Oh, yes, it’s strictly north of the Mason and Dixon line stuff. 
It would have to be with someone like Judge D. E. Griffin 
heading it up. You know those Yankee judges—silver hair, black 
frock coat, black tie, just like in the storybooks. 

DAY’S HONOR GUEST 

The day’s honor guest will be a hundred-year-old “Yank” 
who did his shooting for Lee—W. J. Bush. 

Southerners who may not go for all of this Yankee tomfool- 
ery might console themselves by a stroll through Jefferson 
Davis park or a walk down Lee street or Jackson, Gordon or 
Longstreet avenues. 

This is strictly a Yankee town. 
they told me so. 

‘They told me the story of Fitzgerald’s unique origin; how 
its history began when a drouth in the northern and midwestern 
states in 1893 and 1894 caused P. H. Fitzgerald, editor and pub- 
lisher of the Soldiers Tribune Company, of Indianapolis, to 
conceive the idea of organizing a colony company for veterans 
of the Grand Arfify of the Hepublic who were farming in those 
afflicted areas. 

RELIEF COMMITTEE 

They told me how W. J. Northen, Georgia’s governor of 
that time, when he learned of the distressing condition of the 
farmers in Kansas and Nebraska, organized a relief committee 
and through its efforts trainloads of flour, corn and meat were 
shipped for free distribution to the people. 

This friendly gesture, coming from a state which had been 
on the opposite side of the late unpleasantness, appealed to the 
veterans in charge of locating lands in some state where their 
colony could succeed. They arranged to come to Georgia to 
look over its availayle and selected lands, situated then in Irwin 
and Wilcox counties, now included in Ben Hill county. 

From the very beginning of the arrival of the settlers, a 
hearty welcome was extended by the native citizens, and 100,000

acres were purchased and a settlement hacked out of the wil- 
derness of what was then south Georgia. 

Ten thousand pioneers poured in from the north and from 
the west and they pitched a city, a city of tents and a city of 
shacks of pine slabs. Some called the town “Shacktown” be- 
cause of its looks and some called it “Swan.” Nobody seems 
to know why they called it “Swan,” unless it was because the 
visitor, when taking a first look at the settlement, usually would 
say, “Well, I swan!” 

Many of the settlers died of malaria and typhoid, but a 
hardy ones lived on finally to lick the ravages of disease and 
to lay out a four-square city. 

Lots were laid off in five, ten and 20-acre tracts. Ten dollars 
would entitle each family to a share in a public dra for 
land. The location of each family’s land was determined by a 
number drawn from a hat. 

The city was laid out in a perfect square, with wide streets, 
and alleys between every street. The streets on the east side 
of the city, running north and south, were named for northern 
generals—Sherman, Sheridan, Grant, Meade, Hooker, Logan and 
Thomas. Streets on the west were named for southern gen- 
erals—Lee, Hill, Longstreet, Bragg, Gordon, Jackson and Johnston. 
STAMPED BY TIME 

The streets on the south half of the city, runnifg east and 
west, were named for trees and those on the north for Georgia 
rivers. The four drives around the city were named for noted 
battleships. 

That’s Fitzgerald of today—the four-square city, the Colony 
City, a city of peoples from every part of the Union; a city to- 
day of beautiful homes, schools, churches, thriving industries. 


- Technically, it’s still a GAR colony and the jubilee Thursday 


will celebrate the colony’s fiftieth anniversary, but really, they’re 
all just Georgia Crackers. 

Time has stamped them with the mark of Dixie. 

Mrs. Fred L. Bigham, who as a young girl drove a covered 
wagon from Nebraska to the new Georgia colony back in 1895, 
typifies the spirit of the colonist today. 

“IT may have been a Yankee when I came here,” she says, 
“but I’m just-a Cracker today.” 

There neyer has been any factionalism in this Georgia city 
which named a street in honor of Gen. William T. Sherman, no 
less. Both southerners and Yankees forgot the Civil War almost 
as soon as the shooting stopped. 

The only time we are reminded of it, says young Albert 
Gelders, whose mother came here from Nebraska, is when we 
go north and the first thing they say when a conversation is 
struck is, “The trouble with you southerners is that you're still 
fighting the Civil War.”

Repeal of Primary Law Threatens 
Georgia's County Unit System 


Georgia’s county unit system of 
selecting Democratic party nomi- 
nees for state and federal offices 
may be endangered if the legisla- 
ture repeals the Neill primary law 
in an effort to keep Negroes from 
voting in white primaries. 

Repeal of the Neill primary law, 
a capital observer pointed out 
yesterday, would remove all stat- 


utes that make the Democratic pri- 
mary a part of the election ma- 
chinery in Georgia. This observer, 


iwho declined to permit use of his 


name, added: 

“However, if the Neill law is re- 
pealed, then the county unit sys- 
tem in Georgia will be abolished. 
Representatives of small counties 
in the state would hesitate to »bol- 
ish the county unit system in the 
election of state officials.” 

All reference to regulation of 
primaries was removed from the 
new state constitution as a move 
designed to meet court tests of pri- 
mary laws. The Neill primary law 
is a statutory provision and the 
only legal check remaining on 
state Democratic election machin- 
ery. 

Its repeal would clear the way 
for the advent of corruption and 
malpractices in state elections. It 
would, furthermore, permit no re- 
sort to court relief of these abuses. 

Revocation of the law would 
leave all primary regulations to 
the Democratic state executive 
committee, and, in effect, would 
allow the committee to lay down 
regulations for the election of all 
state and national officers in Geor- 
gia... 

Georgia is likely to remain a 
one-party state for some time to 
come, 

In ruling that Negroes were en- 
titled ‘to vote in Georgia white 
Democratic primaries yesterday, 
Federal Judge T. Hoyt Davis re- 
ferred to the absence of statutory 
requirements for holding pri- 
maries in the state. He added, 
however, that a “fair considera- 
tion” of the Georgia statutes leads 
to the conclusion that whenever 


a political party holds a primary 
“it is by law an integral part of 
the election machinery.” 

Georgia has a population of lI,- 
084,000 Negroes, according to the 
1940 federal census. Of this num- 
ber, approximately 500,000 are of 
voting age in this state. While 
Georgia population ratio is three 
whites to one Negro, there are 
many counties where the Negro 
count is much heavier. It is only 
in these counties that the colored 
vote could measurably influence 
primary election results, if Ne- 
groes were permitted other thar 
a general election ballot. 

Under the county unit system 
each county in the state has twice 
the number of unit votes as it has 


representatives in the general as- 
sembly. To secure election, a can- 
didate for senator or governor 
must have a majority of these 
unit votes, 

The anonymous observer, who 
discussed repeal of the 
unit system, said it was a step 
that many small counties would 
hesitate to take, since they exer- 
cise the balance of power in many 
elections under the present sys- 
tem. 

It was pointed out, however, 
that the Democratic state commit- 
tee could counteract the effect of 
repealing the Neill primary law 
by re-establishing the county unit 
system as a primary regulation 
of its own.

State's Debt 


Veers Upward 
Two Million 


After falling precipitously and 
consistently since 1942, Georgia’s 
debt took a turn upward during 
the last quarter, ended Sept. 29. 


State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. 


reported yesterday, in a quarterly 
operating statement, that the state 
spent $1,946,941 in excess of its | 
income in the three-month period 
and that the state debt was in- 
creased from $2,146,679 to $3,211,- 
621. 

Commenting on the report, Gov. 


that this financial backslide 
“should be conclusive proof to | 
those who are clamoring for ex- 
panded state services. that they | 
cannot be afforded without new | 


‘and additional taxes. 


“And these new and additional 
taxes will not be levied with my 
approval during the term of office 
which I am serving.” 

HARRIS TAX PROGRAM 

Meanwhile, House Speaker Roy 
V. Harris, in Augusta, restated his 
intention to ask the January legis- 
lature to approve a greatly ex- 
panded state highway construction 
and building program. He also 
said again that he would introduce 
a new tax program to finance the 
expansion, adding that he believed 
the Governor could lend his sup- 
port to it even in view of his no- 
tax commitment. 


Harris pointed out, in retrospect, 
that the legislature has no commit- 
ments against new taxes. 

“Georgia needs expanded serv- 


ices in 1946, not in 1947,” he de- 
'—clared. 


Thrasher reported that expendi- 
tures of the state amounted to 
$14,577,839 during the quarter 
just past. Cash receipts available 
for these expenditures totaled only 
$12,630,898. The deficit was de- 
ducted from cash reserves accumu- 
lated for retiring the state debt. 

“The current operating loss for 
the quarter caused the net debt 
position to take a change in the 
wrong direction,” the auditor said. 
“The balance of the net debt on 
Sept: 29 is $3,211,621 as com- 
pared to $2,146,679 at the be- 
ginning of the quarter, July 1, 
1945. During the quarter the net 
fixed debt was reduced! $882,000. 
However, this was offset by the 
$1,946,941 current operating loss, 
thus accounting for $1,064,041 in- 
crease in the net debt of the state 
for the quarter.” 

He pointed out that the operat- 
ing loss was sustained “eVen in the 
face of a $1,201,205 increase in 
income over the amount received 
in the same quarter for the pre- 
vious year.” 


MAY BE CAUGHT SHORT 

The allotments for the quarter 
ended June 30, 1945, totaled $14,- 
577,839, as compared to $12,,987,- 
431 for the same quarter last year. 

Thrasher noted in the report 
that the state was able to recover 
from an operating loss of $1,557,- 
738 in the same quarter last year. 

He warned, however, that the 
prevention of additional increased 
allotments is the only way to 
make a similar recovery in the 
current quarter, unless “actual 
increased cash is on hand.” 

“If revenues for the remainder 
of this fiscal year are not forth- 
coming in increased amounts,” he 
said, “the state will be caught 
short at the end of the year, un- 
less we are successful in prevent- 
ing additional increased  allot- 
ments, at least until actual in- 
creased cash is on hand.” 
ARNALL’S COMMENT 

Gov, Arnall’s comment on the 
report follows in its complete text: 

“The fact that the state went 


| backward financially to'the extent 


of approximately two million dol- 
lars during the quarter should be 
conclusive proof to those who are 
clamoring for expanded state serv- 
ices that they cannot be afforded 
without new and additional taxes. 

“The new and additional taxes 
will not be levied with my ap- 
proval during the term of office 
which I am serving. 


“These new taxes and expand- 
ed services must be a compelling 
issue in the next governor's race. 
This administration is committed 
to paying the state out of debt. 
It is imperative that we cut state 
expenses in order to do this.” 
HARRIS CONFIDENT 


In Augusta, House Speaker Har- 
ris said he is going ahead with 
the preparation of a new tax pro- 
gram for Georgia which he will 
introduce at the January legisla- 
tive session, 


“I believe we are working on 
a plan that the Goverhor can sup- 
port at the end of the session of 
1946,” Harris declared, adding: 
“We will meet with him as soon 
as we have worked out the de- 
tails, and we will do our best to 
adjust the plan as nearly as pos- 
sible to his commitments. 

“If this cannot be done,” he 
said, “it will be remembered that 
the legislature has no commit- 
ments. The legislature can take 
the burden and leave the ‘Gover- 
nor free of any responsibility.” He 
continued: 

“Next year is a political year.

COAL DEADLOCK 

In Washington, bituminous op- 
erators and the United Mine 
Workers continued conferences in 
a dispute over recognition of a 
foremen’s union but there were 
no indications of an early settle- 
ment, 

More than 200,000 soft coal 
miners in 900 mines in six states 
remained idle as the dispute con- 
tinued. Steel production dropped 
sharply as fuel supplies dwindled, 
and, with no indication when more 
coal would be available, additional 
blast furnacts were closed down. 

Mass layoffs were reported in 
several steel centers, due to the 
miners’ dispute, with West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania being the heavi- 
est hit by the work stoppages. 
Mines also were closed in Ken- 
tucky, Ohio, Tennessee and Indi- 
ana. 

More strike trouble loomed as a 
possibility for 12 middle western 
states as the AFL Central States 
Drivers’ Council, representing from 
30,000 to 40,000 over-the-road team- 
sters, filed a strike ballot petition 
with the National Labor Relation 
Board. 

12 STATES AFFECTED 

The truckers’ dispute involves 
demands for a labor agreement 
with 3,190 employers in Michigan, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri; North 
and South Dakota, Nebraska and 
Kansas. 

In Hollywood, where violent out- 
breaks occurred twice in the past 
week, picket lines were extended 
to the Columbia movie studio, but 
no attempts were made to prevent 
workers from entering the gates. 
Mass picketing continued at War- 
ner Brothers’, scene of the out- 
breaks. 

The strike, involving from 3,000 


to 7,000 movie workers in all ma- 
jor studios, resulted from an AFL 
| jurisdictional dispute over repre- 
| sentation for 77 set decorators. The 
|'Federal Conciliation Service has 
entered the dispute in an effort to 
bring about a solution. 

In the Pacific northwest, some 
60,000 striking AFL lumber work- 
ers continued their three-week- 
long work stoppage in a demand 
for higher wages. 


MILK HAULS MENACED 


A new dispute which threatened 
to halt milk deliveries to an esti- 
mated 8,000,000 consumers in the 
New York metropolitan area was 
in the hands of the New York 
board of arbitration. 

The dispute centers about the 
demands of 300 AFL operating en- 
gineers and firemen and oilers, 
employed in pasteurizing and proc- 
essing plants, for 48 hours’ pay 
for 40 hours’ work. A strike vote 
was scheduled by the 300 for to- 
morrow. 

Employes in three Brooklyn hos- 
pitals announced they would 
strike Monday for increased pay, 
union recognition and improved 
vucations. They are maintenance 
workers, cleaners and elevator op- 
erators. 
| In Washington, the National La- 
bor Relations Board reported labor 
unions filed a record breaking 
total of 307 requests for strike 
votes in September. The agency 
said the present trend indicated 
the tally might reach 600 this 
month. 

Voting results, in the first full 
month since the war’s end, showed 
workers supporting strikes 8 to 1. 


London Docks Activated 
By Technical Troops 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—(#)—Spe- 
cially trained dock operating 
troops were rushed back from the 
continent today to keep Britain's 
food supplies moving while ap- 
proximately 50,000 striking dock- 
workers and their employers re- 
mained deadlocked. 

These troops, coming from Ger- 
many and other parts of the con- 
tinent, landed at Southampton and 
promptly joined 4,000 other sol- 
dier stevedores already unloading 
food ships in various British ports.

The school is operated at no ekX- 
pense to the American taxpayers.

their earnings of 80 cents a day, 
finance the school.

Other speakers credited Carr 
with being instrumental in devel- 
oping both the textile and tobacco 
industries of the Durham area, 
while still others praised him for 
his support of education at the 
University of - orth Carolina and 
Trinity College, now Duke Uni- 
versity.

Poor Parking 
Perils Public 


The primary purpose of a street 
is for moving traffic. Parking is 
a privilege granted to us by the 
state, and is often abused by the 
public. Careless parking inter- 
rupts the smooth flow of traffic 
and adds to the hazard of driving. 

All parking signs should be re- 
spected. Diagonal parking is dan- 
gerous, and in most cities it is a 
violation of the law. Unparking 
from a diagonal position is ex- 
tremely dangerous. Your vision is 
obstructed by the cars to your 
right. You proceed without knowl- 
edge of approaching traffic, which 
places the entire responsibility of 
preventing an accident on the car 
that is driving straight. 

Unpark slowly and cautiously. 
When driving by the rear of 
diagonally parked cars, watch for 
the smoke that comes from the 
exhaust pipe of a parked car with 
its motor running, which is an in- 
dication that the driver is about 
ready to put his car into motion. 

Better police supervision of 
downtown parking and a more co- 
operative public would add great- 
ly to capacity of our narrow 
streets. Sixty second standing in 
a no-parking zone means the in- 
terruption of traffic several blocks 
behind you. Together we can im- 
prove our traffic situation in At 
lanta ... it cannot alone be done 
by the traffic officers.

TROOP 30 ON JOB 
Scout Trailer 
serves Coffee 
At Big Fires 


Whether it be morning, after- 
noon or night, the Boy Scouts of 
Troop 30 in East Atlanta are al- 
ways prepared to answer two and 
three alarm fires in the vicinity 
of Atlanta, as well as disaster calls 
from the American Red Cross. 


. The boys have a new. bright red 

emergency service trailer, valued 
at $2,000, which they hitch to the 
car of Scoutmaster H. E. Betha 
whenever the Atlanta fire depart- 
mént summons them to the scene 
of a raging fire. From the trailer, 
the Scouts set up a field kitchen 
to serve hot coffee and doughnuts 
to the firemen. They also are 
equipped with two small first aid 
kits and one large complete one. 

This is the second such service 
trailer Troop 30 has had, but the 
first was smaller and not fully 
equipped. The first trailer is now 
being used for camping trips only. 
HOW SYSTEM WORKS 


The Scouts’ firefighters aid sys- 
tem works in this manner: 

On most of their two-alarm fires 
and all of their three-alarm ones, 
the Atlanta fire department, spon- 
sor of this troop, telephones Betha 
and notifies him to round the boys 
up and get to a large fire at a 
certain address. The scoutmaster 
quickly calls members of the troop 


and no matter whether they’re in, 
school, in bed, working or playing, 


the boys rush to the Scout hut, 
hitch the trailer to the car and 
rush to the fire. 


“From the time I get the fire 
department's call until the first 
cup of coffee is served not more 
than an hour has passed,” Betha 
said. “Sometimes it’s less than an 
hour and only once was it more. 
It did take us an hour and 10 min- 
utes on a Call to a stockyard a 
good way from town.” 


MEMBERSHIP OF 22 


The troop, averaging a member- 
ship of 22, answered its first fire 
call when the Maddox Junior High 
school burned down several years 
ago, and since then have set up 
their field kitchen for some 50 
fires. The largest and longest fire 
they’ve ever served the fire de- 
partment on was the Squibbs 
manufacturers fire, which lasted 
from 1 p. m. of one day until 4 the 
next morning. 

The service trailer has detach- 
able sides which can be converted 
into four serving tables and it has 
inside shelves for the storage of 
all utensils and food. It is equipped 
with two fasoline blow pots, a 
coffee maker, water cans and cof- 
fee cups. There are jars and jars 
of coffee and sugar, and numerous 
cans of milk, in addition to 
matches and cigarets. Both trailer 
and equipment have been donated 
by business firms, civic. organiza- 
tions and interested individuals. 

And here’s a secret about the

Atlanta’s first commercial food 
freezing locker, which will serve 
some 1,500 patrons, will be opened 
at 3161 Peachtree road, N, E., 
some time in January. 

Another locker of similar ca- 
pacity is scheduled for public use 
at 223 Trinity place, Decatur, at 
approximately the same time. 


The locker in Atlanta will be 
known‘as Peachtree Pantries, Inc. 
It is being built and will be joint- 
ly owned by R. E. Griggers, of 29 
Delmont drive, N. E., and Lt. Col. 
Phil Von Weller, of 3584 Roxboro 
road, who shortly will be released 
from the service. 

Its owners claim the Atlanta 
project, upon completion, “will be 
the largest, most modern freezer- 
locker unit in the south.” Grig- 
gers, of Griggers Enterprises, owns 
the Decatur locker. 

Enthusiasts of developments in 
food freezing will find all types 
of processing, in addition to unit 
freezers, available at both the At- 
lanta and Decatur establishments. 
Each locker will have an overall 
capacity of seven cubic feet to 
store any kind of food, the owners 
said. Facilities for food canning, 
and meat smoking, curing, aging, 
chilling and sharp freezing, also 
will be provided.

Under the plan, the area bound-

Although Mayor Hartsfield and 
Councilman Cecil Hester, mem- 
bers of the police committee, were 
not present at the police commit- 
tee session and both are out of 
the city, it was reported at the 
mayor's office there had been no 
complaints about the projected 
parking ban.

This latest change in Argentina's 
political setup came as efforts of 
a section of the armed forces to 
oust President Gen. Edelmiro Far- 
rell and to turn the government 
over to the supreme court appeared 
to have reached a stalemate.

Avalos, who wants a new govern- 
ment organized under Farrell until 
national elections are held in April, 
1946, appeared to be gajning the 
upper hand, at least for the pres- 
ent. 

He had the support of the Cam- 
po de Mayo Garrison just outside 
Buenos Aires which has been the 
key to the situation in the past, 
and was going ahead with com- 
pleting a mew cabinet. 

But a large number of Army 
and Navy officials who have de- 
manded that Farrell step out so 
the supreme court can take power 
pending elections still deliberated 
at the military club where they 
have been meeting for three days.

Chocolate King Dies at 88; 
Orphans Willed $84,000,000 


HERSHEY, Pa., Oct. 


13.—(4)—Milton S. Hershey, 


88-year-old 


chocolate king -philanthropist, died today, leaving his estate of $84,- 
000,000 to “the orphan boys of America.” 


Hershey came to this central 
Pennsylvania town in 1903 near 
the tract where he was born Sept. 
13, 1857, and founded a chocolate 
and cocoa empire, the town of 
Hershey and the Hershey Indus- 
trial School for Orphans. 

The aged philanthropist died in 
Hershey hospital, which he found- 
ed and gave to this model commu- 
nity. Cause was given by a spokes- 
man for the Hershev Fstates as 
“due to his advanced age.” 

“Late to bed and late to rise” 
was one of the keynotes of Her- 
shey’s success, which was built on 
three failures, first in Philadel- 
phia, later in New York and Chi- 
cago, 

In 1888, he went to Lancaster, 
Pa., for a fourth try at caramel 
making and 15 years later sold out 
for $1,000,000. 

The town of Hershey became 
a noted resort for tourists through- 
out the nation. The town has a 
population of more than 4,000. 

Hershey’s wife, the former Cath- 
erine Sweeney, of Jamestown, N. 
Y., died in 1915. 


Hershey was chairman of the 
board of the chocolate corporation 
and the industrial school. 


Entry of the United States into 
World War II found Hershey still 
actively participating in the affairs 
of the huge chocolate corporation. 

The familiar chocolate bar be- 
came vital war material and Her- 
shey’s factories began production 
of field ration B—known to the 
armed forces as the “iron ration.” 

Hershey gave to Russia 100,000 
cakes of soap made from cocoa 
butter. 


But the thousands of his “boys” 
graduated from the Hershey in- 
dustrial school remained his chief 
interest as he watched their 
achievements in the armed forces. 

“They are my living monument 
and I take my hat off to them,” 
said Hershey on his 86th birthday. 

Gov. Edward Martin of Pennsyl- 
vania said the death of the philan- 
thropist “takes from our midst one 
of the greatest examples of what 
the free enterprise plan means.” 


Mrs. W. A. Ford, 83, 
Dies at Scottdale

Congress Frees $500,000,000 Yearly 


To Launch Huge Highway Program 


y ALEXANDER R. GEORGE, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—(/)— 
The nation’s greatest highway 
construction program gets going 
this fall. 

Congress stepped on the starter 
when it released federal funds 
amounting to $500,000,000 a year 
for the next three years. These 
funds, provided by the postwar 
highway act of 1944, will be 
matched by the states. 

Besides this three-year $3,500,- 
000,000 federal-states project, an 
estimated $1,500,000,000 will be 
spent yearly on county roads and 
city streets outside the federal-aid 
system. 

The record-breaking three-year 
expenditure will be only the be- 
ginning of an expected 10 to 15- 
year program of motor road ex- 
pansion and improvement design- 
ed to meet traffic needs 20 years 
from now. It will provide: 

1. A 34,000 to 40,000-mile mas- 
ter network of interstate high- 
ways, connecting all the principal 
metropolitan areas and containing 
many new divided multiple-lane 
expresswayr. 

2. A greatly improved system 
of secondary, or farm-to-market, 
highways. 

3. Elimination of traffic bottle- 
necks in and near cities—now the 
nation’s biggest obstacle to safe 
and economic motor travel,

IMPORTANT TO ATLANTA 

The national plan—with its. fa- 
cilities for making traffic easier 
in all large cities—adds impor- 
tance to the Atlanta plan. With 
the improvements other cities will 
make, Atlanta will be forced by 
competition to improve its traffic 
conditions. 

Routes on the interstate system 
will closely follow a 34,000-mile 
network recommended after three 
years of study by a committee of 
federal and state highway ex- 
perts. 

It connects directly all cities of 
300,000 or more population and it 
reaches 59 of the 62 cities between 
100,000 and 300,000. It passes 
through the ‘most populous beiis 
of rural and small-town popuia- 
tion and links most of the coun- 
try’s industrial centers. 

The great bulk of the interstate 
network is comprised of establish- 
ed routes. Many of these routes, 
however, are now narrow two-lane 
roads. Some are battered from 
wartime truck travel. They will 
be widened and otherwise im- 
proved to “provide built-in safety 
and high traffic capacity.” / 

20 PER CENT OF TRAFFIC 

Although the network contains 
only slightly more than one per 
cent of the 3,267,000 miles of roads 
and streets in the United States, 
it carries 20 per cent of the total 
traffic. 

Design standards are the highest 
ever adopted by the American As- 
sociation of State Highway Offir 
cials. Heavily traveled sections of 
the network will be more modern 
than the Pennsylvania turnpike, 
famous superhighway extending 
from near Harrisburg to near 
Pittsburgh. 

Divided multiple-lane highways 
will have wider center strips and 
greater sight distance. Sharp 
curves will be eliminated. 

There will be a minimum of in- 
tersections and stop signs. Efforts 
will be made to eliminate all road 
and railroad grade crossings where 
3,000 vehicles per hour must be 
handled. Access to many stretches 
of road will be limited. In urban 
sections of the interstate system, 
all surfacing and pavement will be 
designed for 12-foot lanes. 

“Super -duper” transcontinental 
speedways have no place in the 
program. Engineers say they are 
still in the pipe dream stage. Fed- 
eral and state highway officials 
generally agree there is too little 
transcontinental motor travel to 
warrant the enormous cost of 
building such ,routes. 

SHORT TRIPS 

Surveys by the Public Roads Ad- 
ministration show that over 90 per 
cent of prewar motor trips were 
less than 30 miles one way. 

However, many long-distance su- 
perhighway routes will be needed 


where concentrations of popula- 


tion are numerous and closely sit- 
uated. In many cases a series of 
express roads serving local traffic 
will overlap. The result in ef- 
fect will be a long distance super- 
highway. 

For example, the postwar ex- 
pressway’ which is to be built be- 
tween troit and Chicago. An- 
other superhighway is needed 
along the densely-populated east 
coast from Washington to Boston. 

Express roads on the order of 
the Henry Hudson Parkway and 
the West Side highway in New 
York will take the motorist right 
into a city. In some cases belt lines 
or city-circling routes will enable 
him to bypass the central city. The 
vast majority of motorists, how- 
ever, don’t want to bypass the 
cities. They want to get into them. 
On urban section of the interstate 
system the “desirable” speed will 
be 50 miles an hour and the mini- 
mum 40 miles an hour.

Sometimes when the doggies were on the march, they found a 
gutted house with part of the roof still hanging out from the top of 
the wall. This made very fine shelter indeed and it was a happy 
time when they went into bivouac near such a house. 


But when the guys were re 
lucky, they found a barn, and ev- 
ery doggie knows that barns are 
far better than houses. He knows 
that vermin are awful: things to 
have and, since he almost never 
gets a chance to take a bath, he 
avoids houses and questionable 
mattresses if he can find a luxu- 
rious barn full of hay. You can 
. put one blanket under you and 

one ‘over you and lots of hay on 


‘top of that and you will be very, 


very warm. 

The only bad thing about a barn 
is that you find a lot of rats there. 
You don’t mind it so much when 
they just scurry over you if they 
leave your face alone and don’t 
get curious about your anatomy. A 
barn rat likes nothing better than 
to bed down with his est and 
carry on a conversation Braille 
all night. 

The best nights I’ve spent in the 
field have been in barns. And the 
best night I ever spent in a barn 
‘was when I woke up and found a 
cow standing over me. She had a 
calf but I shouldered the little 
creature aside and milked the 
mother in my best New Mexico 
style. 
milk I had drunk since I left the 
States.

would tear down a stack in five 
minutes. They lined their holes 
with the stuff, and, if they had 
bedsacks, they filled them too. If 
they didn’t have bedsacks, they 
found some stack that hadn’t been 
torn down and dozens of guys 
would crawl into this one stack 
and disappear. It was wonder- 
*fully soft and wonderfully warm. 

But there’s a bad thing about 
haystacks: the enemy has used 
them and he figures you are going 
to use them too, so he often mines 
them and, if he # within shooting 
range, every now and then throws 
a shell into them. 

Caves are nice and you find 
them sometimes in the mountains. 
Nice thing about a cave is that you 
can throw up a little dirt around 
the entrance and you're safe from 
almost anything. 

Barns are still about the best, 
though. 

Abandoned towns were wonder- 
ful places for guys who had time 
to make homes in them. Many 
doggies preferred wrecked houses 
to undamaged houses because, as 
long as there were walls to break 
the wind and a roof to stop the 
weather, the men could fix the 
places up without any qualms 
about scrounging. 
*SCROUNGING’ 

There is a difference between 
ecrounging and looting. Looting 
is the stealin of valuables. 
Scrounging is the borrowing of 
things which will make life in the 
field a little.more bearable. Since 
the infantryman carries every- 
‘thing on his back, he can strounge 
only temporarily, borrowing a 
chair from this house and bed- 
springs from that one. 


In combat, infantry officers usu- 
ally share the same conditions as 
the dogfaces. But When the dog- 
gies get back to a temporary rest 
area, they have to be careful 
about fixing up a wrecked house 
too well because the officers may 
suddenly remember that they are 
officers and take over the prem-

‘}and some of the boys even found 


our shells and bombs registered 
direct hits on it, yet I doubt if the 
explosions even disturbed the 
sleep of the occupants. The walls 
were lined with real plywood, 
nicely fitted, and there were 
springed bunks which fitted into 
the wall. There was a radio, too, 
and a number of German maga- 
zines. It was easy to see how the 
krauts were able to snooze bliss- 
fully through our worst bombings 
and shellings and then come out 
and fight off our infantry when 
the big stuff stopped. 

The dugout’s only weakness 
was its one entrance—a screen 
door to protect the delicate krauts 
from predatory mosquitoes. Cas- 
sino was entered by the foot in- 
fantry who knocked down the dug- 
out doors with their grenades and 
Bbayoneted the occupants.

Then our guys occupied tige lux- 
urious dugouts for awhile. 

The combat infantryman bathes 

whenever he has an opportunity, 
which is about twice during the 
summer and not quite as often in 
the winter. He bathes in rivers, 
seas and old shell holes which 
have collected water. The only 
consistent thing about his bath is 
that it is always cold. 
, An infantry company in Italy 
scrounged a real tin bathtub and 
they carried it around with them 
for several weeks until it was rid- 
dled by an 88 shell. 

Shortly after Rome fell, all of 
the city’s better hotels were 


‘grabbed by brass hats and air 


forces. Did the infantry have a 
hotel? Hell, no. The pamieeeing 
doggie was out of luck if he want- 


ed a place to sleep after he had 
oglied some of Rome’s choicer 
sights. This was a heck of a note 


for the doggie who had sweated | 
out Anzio and Cassino and who | 


had pushed north to take Rome 
after nine awful months in Italy. 

Hence the cartoon about Joe and 
Willie being directed to the Cata- 
combs, where Christians used to 
languish. Whether this sort of 
cartoon ever did any material 
good, I don’t know. I should like 
to think that the Catacombs draw- 
ing inspired some flinty requisi- 
tioning colonel to donate the 
Grand hotel to private soldiers in 
the infantry. But this is a prac- 
tical] world, and if it happened, I 
didn’t hear about it. .-

It’s strange how memories of 
peacetime life influence these 
makeshift homes. If a soldier has 
fixed himself a dugout or an aban- 
doned house and has cleaned it up 
and made it loék presentable, his 
visitors instinctively feel that this 
is a man’s house and he is its 
head. They use his C-ration can 
‘ash trays and they don’t spit on 
the floor. 

But no matter how much time 
or effort a guy is able to spend 
making his dugout livable, and 
no matter how many of his friends 
may come to shoot the breeze 
with him, there are only a few 
subjects of conversation: wives 
and girls and families, just plain 
women, or home. 

LUXURIOUS DUGOUTS 

Many dugouts in Anzio were 
fixed up surprisingly well. Some 
guys sat there for five months 
without moving, and they had to 
do something to relieve their bore- 
dom. They scrounged a little lum- 
+ ber here,'a set of bedsprings there 


mirrors. 

The | farther behind the front 
_line the dugouts were made, the 
more elaborate they became. Some 
blossomed out with reading lamps 
made from salvaged jeep head- 
lights and batteries, and a few 
huts had wooden floors and real 
rugs and charcoal stoves made 
from German gas cans and the 
flexible tubing that had been used 
to ‘waterproof vehicles for the 
landing. Old brass from shells 
made good stove parts, and the 
thick cardboard shell cases were 
used to line walls and to make 
“sidewalks” through the mud. 

All the dugouts were sunk deep 
in the sandy, damp ground, and 
had thick roofs made of layers of 
logs and planks and dirt. That 
made them almost invulnerable to 
shells. 

The Germans must be given 
credit for rigging up some very 
fine dwelling places. They had 
the advantage of time. Their 
dugouts at Cassino were fantastic. 
One was so deep that its roof, al- 
most flush with the surface of 
the ground, consisted of a four- 
foot layer of dirt and rocks on 
top, then a section of railroad ties, 
a thinner layer of stones, a layer 
of criss-crossed steel rails, and be- 
neath that a ceiling of more thick 
wooden ties.

Incidence of the disease, or the 
number of new cases reported dur- 
ing that period, doctors point out, 
also bas shown a fall.

It 
does. mean that the rein is being 
drawn on the ‘spread of syphilis 
and gonorrhea. Largely, this is 
the result of the campaign to lo- 
cate all syphilitics, both old and 
new cases, and the new eight-day 
penicillin cure for the disease.

In the same period, there were 
497 white male arrests, as com- 
pared with 489 Negro men ar- 
rested. Forty white men had posi- 
tive blood tests, while 141 Colored 
males were reported with the dis- 
ease.

It was not until the war began 
and military leaders began de 
manding increased control of the 
disease that the effort to locate all 
syphilitics, treat them, and put the 
clamp on spread of the disease, 
really headed into action. Even | 
greater impetus was provided by | 
the discovery of penicillin. 


Army estimates show that 5,000,- 


000 soldiers in the age group with 
the highest expected syphilis in- 
cidence—that is, from .about 20 
to 25 years—will be discharged 
during the next 12 to 18 months. 
Atlanta will get thousands of these. 


taking vigorous steps to see that 
these men are free from infection 
it cannot guarantee infallibility 
of its efforts. Already venereal 
disease rates among troops in Eu- 
rope have trebled since V-E Day 
and in the Philippines, with the

Blood tests are given GIs at 
separation centers as a final 
check on venereal disease among 
Army personnel.

The same rate of infec- 
tion prevailed’as far back as 
1941-42, when 2,376 blood tests 
were administered. It was at this 
time that the prenatal examina- 
tion law was enacted. In 1942-43, 
however, even fewer colored ex- 
pectant mothers—2,335—reported 
for an examination.

Military personnel said they met 
these contacts at the following 
places: taverns and cafes, 32;

There was no. segregation of 
white :nd colored contacts in this 
survey. 

A similar study of contacts re- 
ported to civilian health authori- 
ties by the Army in all parts of 
Georgia disclosed an almost identi- 
cal statistical pattern. Of 3,304 
contacts studied, 1,611 were pick- 
ups, 983 friends, 335 wives, 228 
prostitutes, 138 unidentified, and 
nine unknown. Found infected 
were 432 of these, of whom 185 
were pickups, 147 friends, 59 
wives, 18 prostitutes, 21 unidenti- 
fied, and two others. As in At- 
lanta, taverns and cafes were most 
frequent places of encounter and 
homes were most often the scenes 
of exposure. Hotels and rooming 
houses ran close behind. 


Survey of 1,726 Atlanta con- 


tacts named by civilians reported 


with syphilis shows that the great- 
est number were friends and not 
pickups, as with the Army. Of the 
total, 999 were friends, 410 wives 
or husbands living together, 136 
pickups, 22 prostitutes, 21 wives 
or husbands not living together 
and 137 others. 

Founc. infected were 319, of 
whom 169 were friends, 115 wives 
or husbands living together, 14 
pickups, and 15 others. 

This statistical pattern prevailed 
again throughout Georgia in the 
matter of contacts reported by 
civilians infected with syphilis. Of 
12,990 persons investigated, 1,915 
were found to have the disease. 
The majority of these, 1,174 were 
friends, and the next largest num- 
ber, 453, were wives and husbands. 

The large number of contacts re- 
ported as wives and husbands by 
the civilian group is believed by 
some to indicate a strong need 
for a premarital examination law 
in the state.

In his car which is equipped 
with a vat connected to a tank 
of water in the rear by a myriad 
of rubber hose and pipes which 
makes one of Rube Goldberg's 
creations look like a “piker,” Gog- 
gans tours the state collecting min- 
nows. When he has a full load, 
he brings them back to his estab- 
lishment, the Rod and Reel Bait 
Co., at 448. Moreland avenue, 


where he deposits the load into 
another vat. The minnows are 
then ready for sale as bait to 
Georgia fishermen. 

Goggans, a restaurant ownef un- 
til recently, has big plans for the 
future. He explained that this 
was just an experiment, a testing 
ground, so to speak. He plans to 
build a lake where he can have 
a hundred times as many fish, and 
also plans to equip a large truck 
on the same lines that he has 
designed his car. 

The galvanized iron vat lies 
cradled between the front seat 
and the trunk, and is fed continu- 
ally by a fresh stream of water 
which is circulated by a gasoline 
motor.

Egon Petri, celebrated Dutch 
pianist, was reared.in a world of 
music. His father, Henri Petri, 
was a famous violinist and leader 
of a string quartet which bore his 
name and slaved all over Europe. 
His mother, a singer of note, was 
also a teacher of voice and violin. 
FATHER’S FAME 

For a number of years the elder 
Petri was concertmaster with the 
Gewandthaus orchestra of Leip- 
zig, German, under its renowned 
conductor, Arthur Nikisch, and 
later occupied the same post with 
the orchestra of the Royal Opera 
House of Dresden. 

The Petri home during Egon’s 
youth was a rendezvous for such 
eminent musical figures as Tschai- 
kowski, Grieg, Brahms, Joachim,

Clara Schumann, Mahler, Nikisch, 
Rubinstein, Busoni and many oth- 
ers. In this stimulating atmos- 
phere, young Petri started violin 
lessons with his mother at the age 
of five and at 10, was taken over 
by his father, who, as the pianist 
gratefully recalls, was rigidly 
exacting in such matters as in- 
tonation, phrasing, beauty of tone 
and correct fingering and rhythm. 
Pere Petri insisted further on the 
study of other instruments—piano, 
French horn and organ—and a 
thorough grouding in theory and 
composition along with a classical 
education at the famous Kreuz- 
schule of Dresden, which Richard 
Wagner once attended. 


As a young man Petri played 
violin with the Dresden Royal or- 
chestra and for two years was a 
member of his father’s string quar- 
tet. He played violin and piano 
equally well and for a time, nei- 
ther he nor his father could decide 
upon which of the two he should 
concentrate. 


CAREER FINDS START 


It was during this period of in- 
decision that Paderewski’s opera 
“Manru” had its Dresden premiere 
and the elder Petri delighted the 
composer by his brilliant perform- 
ance of a difficult violin solo in 
the second act. Paderewski dined 
with the Petris and presented the 


the same encouragement from the 
great Ferruccio Busoni the die was 
cast and Petri’s career began in 
earnest. 

It is to Busoni, lifelong friend, 
teacher, and inspirational arbiter 
of his musical destiny that Petri 
pays the highest tribute. 

Petri made his debut as a con- 
cert pianist in Germany and Hol- 
land in 1902 and in England the 
following year. He has traveled 
constantly since then giving con- 
certs all over Europe and the 
United States. He was the first 
non-Russian to play in Russia aft- 
er the Revolution and his annual 
Russian tours up to the outbreak 
of the war were phenomenally 
successful. , 
TAUGHT IN ENGLAND 


Equally renowned and sought 
after as a great teacher, Petri had 
a professorship at the Manchester 
Royal College of Music in England 
from 1905 to 1911. He also taught 
at the Basle conservatory and at 
the famous Hochschule in Berlin. 


In this country he has conduct- 
ed master classes at Mills College, 
Oakland, Cal.; at Colorado Springs, 
Los Angeles, Washington, D. C.; 
Boston and New York City as well 
as in Zakopane, Poland, where he 
made his home from 1925 until 
the outbreak of the war in 1939. 
Since, 1941, he has lived in Ithaca, 
N. Y., where he was appointed 
pianist in residence at Cornell 
University. 

Petri is famed for his phenome- 
nal repertoire which includes the 
major works of all important com- 
posers from Bach down through 
tha romantic school and the mod- 
erns. 


TO PLAY BEETHOVEN 


Most significant work on his At- 
lanta program, in this writer’s es- 
timation, is the Beethoven Sonata 
in C-minor, Op. III. It was the 
master’s last piano sonata, writ- 
ten five years before his death, 
and it poses an enormous chal- 
lenge to the artist, not alone for

ROXY ‘TRYOUT’ 


There his slender reserves dwin- 
dled alarmingly as he made the 
rounds of booking agents and the- 
ater managers. But one day at the 
Roxy theater, after he had chalked 
up six withering “no’s” from Roxy 
Rothaphel’s unyielding secretary, 
Melton simply strode past the “re- 
luctant dragon” and staged an im- 
promptu tryout in the great hall.

But for Melton the top rung of 
the ladder had yet to be scaled. 
Grand opera and the legitimate 
concert stage were his goal. His 
opportunity came in 1938, when 
he sang Lt. Pinkerton in “Madame 
Bitterfly” during the Cincinnati 
summer opera season. His over- 
whelming success was the spring- 
board which led to leading roles 
with the Chicago and St. Louis 
opera companies, climaxed by a 
successful debut as Tamino in Mo- 
zart’s “Magic Flute” at the Metro- 
politan in December, 1942. Today 
his repertoire includes leading 
tenor roles in “Manon,” “Travi-

Ragged Dick 
And Struggling Upward 


It is with something like three cheers that 
I greet the republication of the best sellers of 
all time in the fiction field—the Alger books. 


Assembled between two covers are “Ragged Dick,” “Phil the 
Fiddler,” “Jed, the Poor House Boy,” and “Struggling Upward.” 

I have just spent an evening reading them all, being unable to 
put down the book. Sure enough, they were just as bad as I was 
sure they must be. Indeed, I think they are worse. They are corn, 
as we say, pure corn. 

Yet in my day, and in the day of any man worth his salt who 
now has reached at least the age of 45, the young readers panted 
after the Alger books as the hart panteth after water. 

Having read the better ones again, I am at a loss to find why 
I still was fascinated by them. Their plots are sketchy and unlikely; 
the writing is not skillful; the developments are fantastic. In all 
of them, but particularly in “Jed, the Poor House Boy,” the plot 
is simply ridiculous in its improbability. Yet I read right through 
to the end until Jed is happily established as an earl in some 
great castle in England. 

Villains stride through them, seeking to put down the virtues 
of sturdy honesty; good habits which eschew wine and the deadly 
coffin tack of a cigaret. Rich men appear, as if by magic, to 
rescue the poor but honest lads. The most fatuous dialogue is 
employed, as for instance when Ragged Dick dives off the ferry 
boat to rescue the banker’s daughter. 

“Oh, save her. Who will save her. A thousand dollars to the 
man who will save her.” 

The next morning, clean of face, habits and mind, Ragged Dick 


_goes to the banker’s office, there to be given a job. The inference 


is clear. He will go on to take over when the old man dies and 
will marry the daughter. 


Formul a I was a little surprised to read about Mr. Alger him- 
self. He was, alas, like so many of us, somewhat 
frustrated. He imbibed a bit himself, fell in love with another 
man’s wife and followed her to Europe, being given a very harsh 
brush-off which sent him back to mourn the rest of his days. 


He wanted to write a real novel, but never did. It seemed to 
be a sort of a cross he had to bear that the books he turned out 
sold to the number of 100,000,000 copies. 

I am afraid I would be something of a disappointment to Mr. 
Alger. I read all his books, but I have not ended up exactly as 
his heroes. I still try, now and then, to smoke a pipe or cigaret. 
I cannot do it and this is a source of great sorrow to me, Pipes 
make me ill and cigarets seem too futile. But I have tried. This 
may be a comfort to the ghost of Mr. Alger to know that one of his 
readers cannot sully his lips with tobacco. I wonder if it is the 
influence of the Alger books? 

There isn’t any doubt in my mind but that the books of 35 
years and more ago had a good, wholesome influence. 

There was a moral to every one of them. We used to have to 
hide to read “paper-backed novels.” They were all Buffalo Bill, 
Nick Carter, Frank Merriwell, Alger and Henty books. I often 
wonder if I got around to all the better paper-backed novels. Maybe 
I missed the ones they thought I would read. 

Anyhow, all I ever read were books in which the ‘heroes were 
little lads, good as gold, pure as the driven snow, who went on theif 
way finding purses and returning them to rich men, or rescuing 
the daughters of rich men, and being rewarded with a job in the 
bank. I am afraid they were quite smug. In the Merriwell books 
the hero had no bad habits, always thwarted the villain and proved 
that honesty and hard work led straight to a job in the bank. 
Morality Morality was the basis of them all and evil always 

played a losing game. I wonder parents didn’t push 
them on children. 

Well, I read them all and loved them. But, come to think of it, 
I never had a job offered me in a bank. I never had any luck. I 
never found a purse or a package of bonds to return. And bankers’ 
daughters stubbornly refused to fall off ferries when I was on them. 

But I have just read the books again. There still is hope. 

Come to think of it, though, I know a number of bankers and 
I do not recall that a single one of them got a job in the bank by 
finding, and returning, a purse or by rescuing the president’s 
daughter. I don’t know how they were, in their Alger days, but 
I am afraid the shade of Mr. Alger goes around saying, “Tsk! Tsk! 
Tsk!”, because some of them do smoke and a few are not above hav- 
ing a sip of wine at the wedding parties. I recall once I was in 
Chicago with a banker and we. .’. but that is another story. 

Mr. Alger’s books still are great documents and I read them all 
through once more. It now is time to quit and go out and try 
to find a lost purse. It is more difficult to get along in the world 
today, what with bridges having replaced all the ferries.

‘Whither Thou Goest— 
If the Army Permits 


John Milton said it, in “Paradise Lost.” (There 
may be some apropos significance in the title.) 


“Thy husband, him to follow thou art bound; 


Where he abides, think there thy native soil.” 


There was a shart news item, under a London dateline, last week. 

It told how British wives of American soldiers, their husbands 
now in this country, many of them discharged, had planned a parade 
in London, as a protest over the delay in providing transportation 
for them to join said husbands, over here. 

The London police, probably because that transportation prob- 
lem is in the hands of. the U. S. Army authorities and fearing to 
inconvenience American authority, denied permit for said parade. 
So the girls were, according to that story, seeking a hall or audi- 
torium with 10,000 crowd capacity, in which to stage their demon- 
stration. They count on a crowd of 10,000, because there are 54,000 
such American service men’s wives stranded in England. Without 
counting 34,000 wives of Canadians and some thousands of other 
husband-nationalities in like situation. 

It is, as Milton said, the wife’s duty to follow her husband. “Mim 
to follow thou art bound.” Milton, though, didn’t envisage such 
a stumbling block as the U. 8. Army interfering with that wifely 


duty and desire. 

: We know there are several million 
Many Coming Home American soldiers who must be 
brought home as rapidly as possible, now the war is over. We 
know it requires a lot of shipping to transport such numbers. 

We know, too, that some—not all—of the men who do not have 
wives seeking transportation, would object if the bringing of said 
wives delayed their homecoming by a few days. So would some— 
not all—of said men’s families on this side. 

However, according to information, the Army is refusing to 
bring any of these brides at this time. The best they will say is 
that they will begin to transport the 54,000 “next spring.” However, 
on all transports and other vessels used in this tremendous trans- 
port task, there are certain accommodations set aside for women. 
They are intended, primarily, for Army nurses, Wacs and so on. 
Not always are those accommodations needed, in full, for uniformed 
women. It would seer, whenever there was vacant space in the 
feminine quarters, the Army could start bringing a few of the 
British wives over here. 

They have brought hundreds of Australian brides. There were 
something like 500 or 600 on one vessel which docked a couple 
of weeks ago at San Francisco. If they can bring them all the 
way from Australia, surely they can bring some the much shorter 


distance from England. 

: , ; There are no commercial ship lines on 
No Private Ships which the girls could purchase passage, 
foregoing the right to free transportation which, under the law, 
is available to the wives of American service men or ex-service men. 

All ships, it is said, are under contract to the government. 
Either American or British. It is also rumored the shipping com- 
panies are in no hurry for return of their vessels to private, com- 
mercial operation, because of the profitable rates paid by the gov- 
ernments. 

And so, the prospects of reunion with their American husbands, 
in the near future, are not bright for these perplexed girls. 

It seems that patience will be one of the best exercised virtues 
for 54,000 wives and an equal number of husbands, before they 
are all reunited on American soil and established in the homes they 
have dreamed through long and hard years. . 


Efforts have revealed that even 
Powerless, Over Here Army authorities, of high rank, on 


this side of the water are powerless in the situation. Regulations 
leave the problem solely in the hands of the Army transportation 
authorities in the overseas theaters and there is no one, appar- 
ently, in the Pentagon building at Washington who can do any- 
thing about it. 


The impression gained is that not even General Marshall—or ° 


the Commander-in-Chief, President Truman—can bring one of these 
girls to her husband’s arms one minute earlier than some anony- 
mous officer in London or in Europe decrees. 

True, 54,000 girls—and, in many cases, their babies—consti- 
tutes a big crowd. Even such great ships as the Queens or the 
Aquitania would require many round trips to bring ‘em all over, 
Patience is essential, under any plans. 

But there would be a lot more patience and better understand- 
ing, on both sides of the water, if it were known that some plan 
was in operation, if a start was made, and continued, on bring- 
ing ‘em over.

Of course, this rule might be 
interpreted, do unto, or for, others 
what will really help «hem, 
whether they want it or not. Cer- 
tainly it is true that we all need 
things which we do not want, and 
want many things which would 
not help but would hurt. So even 
if we had that subtile sympathy 
which would enable us to always 
know what others wanted, would 
it be good for them to have what 
they want? On the other hand, 
few, if any »f us, would be willing 
for others to be the judge of what 
we ought to have in life. 


Yet there is an essential element 
of democracy in this very inter- 
pretation. When we say “there 
ought to be a law,” we may go out 
and persuade a majority of the 
voters that we are right, and then 
we force the minority to accept it, 
and live under it, whether it turns 
out to be a good or a bad law. 
While democracy is very far from 
Utopia now, isn’t it the best road 
we know toward that perfection of 
life? When we remember that 
democracy is not a form of govern- 
ment but a method of education, 
it looks like the most promising 
social road toward Utopia. Nor is 
it a denial of the Golden Rule. A 
good citizen is one who will strive 
to vote for the welfare of all the 
people. In this way he will be 
seeking to “do unto others as he 
would have them do unto him.” 
The result because of lack of wis- 
dom on the part of the majority, 
may not be for the good of society. 
But it is by such political experi- 
ments, if carried out in a sincere 
spirit of goodwill, that we shall 
move forward teward our goal. 
Fundamental thém to our search 
for Utopia, must be the permeat- 
ing of our democratic society with 
the spirit of the Golden Rule. Was 
not Jesus emphasizing a social at- 
titude of the heart, rather than 
laying down a rule of conduct 
when He said: “Do unto others as 
you would have them do unto 
you?”

cally we are confronted with two alternatives. We (the 

United States, Britain and Canada) can keep the secret of J 

bomb to ourselves, in so far as it is possible to do so; or we can 

turn it over to an accredited body of scientists for international 
development and control. 


The first alternative presupposes that we will be able to keep 
the secret with some success, or at least that we will be able to 
exploit our present advantage by keeping far ahead of similar 
developments in other nations. , 


The main weight of the argument in support of the second alter- 
native is that, by turning the secrets of atomic energy over to an 
international agency, we would be in better position to insure its 
control. In that way safeguards could be more effectively thrown 
up against the production of the bombs for war purposes, 


Regarding the second alternative, it is to be supposed that if 
control of the bomb is given to some international agency this 
agency would be clothed with sufficient authority to maintain rigid 
checks and controls. 


The agency would be charged with the responsibility of seeing 
that no independent nation, large or small, is allowed to carry on 
unauthorized experimental or preduction work in connection with 
atomic energy. That would seem to be a comparatively easy task 
in view of the enormous expenditures and the vast production 
facilities necessary to the development of the bombs. (It cost us 
some two and one-half billion dollars to produce them.) 


In that way we would tend to insure that 
Keep for Peace all future experimental work on the subject 
of atomic energy would be directed to peaceful pursuits. * 
moment a nation showed signs of deviating from this course for 
war purposes the international agency would clamp down on them— 


move in on them. 

If the first alternative is followed, most persons are agreed that 
a race of international competition is certain to get immedia 
under way among the scientists of the world. Those nations whic 
are left out of the American-British-Canadian triumvirate will be 
sure to make available huge expenditures for scientific research 
to duplicate our achievement. 

Particularly will this apply to Russia. The Russians may con- 
sider that they cannot afford to have this weapon of destructive 
ness held by other nations without equal instruments of their own. 

The danger in the competition that will thus result lies in the 
new concepy of warfare that is born of the atomic bomb. Here- 
after, it may be assumed, the nations will not engage in formal 
declarations of war against each other. To do so would be to 
invite destruction. 

Hitler and Tojo have set the example that will be followed in 
the future. Wars will be started first and declarations of war will 
come afterward. 

That puts a democracy such as ours at a distinct disadvantage. 
With the atomic weapons now developed and with the new de 
vices being perfected for hurtling bombs and projectiles over sev- 
eral thousand miles of distance, we could be destroyed before a 
president of the United States could go through the normal con- 
stitutional processes of having congress declare war. 


Enemy nations with atomic weapons 
Dangerous Threat trained upon us could wipe out our cities 
and production centers overnight. Through an act of treachery 
such as the Japs employed at Pearl Harbor,. we could be de 
feated before we had an opportunity to bring our power and re 
sources into play. 

These are the real dangers, it seems, in a world competition 
over the development of atomic weapons. Some means should 
certainly be found for bringing about international control. 

Our position is all right so long as the secret is kept in our 
hands and in the hands of friendly allies. But practically all 
scientists are agreed that this cannot be for long. Sooner or later 
the scientists of other nations will be able to duplicate our per 
formance. 

Then the nations of the world will each be sitting on a keg of 
TNT, awaiting only for some madman to come along and set off 
the explosion, 

The risks are sufficiently terrifying to cause us to give the 
weightiest consideration to the ultimate decision as to what to do 
about the atomic bomb. It poses-questions which are filled with 
momentous implications.

Under the seniority rule com- 
mittee chairmanships fall auto- 
matically to the member who be- 
longs to the party in power and 
who has served longest on that 
particular committee. Committee 
chairmen are key figures in legis- 
lation. They are not only influ- 
ential in determining priority of 
bills but also in shaping their 
form. Sometimes they may de- 
termine whether a bill should even 
be considered. 


DESIGNATION of a chairman 
merely on the ground of long 
tenure contributes to rigidity and 
conservatism. Likewise the system 
restrains men of ability. 

But most important of all, when 
Democrats are in power, as they 
have been now for néarly 13 years 
in the senate and almost 15 years 
in the house, it gives an influence 
to the southern members of that 
party all out of proportion to their 
numbers and to the number of 
people they represent. 

The seniority system favors the 
south bécause the one-party rule 


‘there makes it easier for a mem- 
| ber to stay in office and thus 


move to the top in committees. 
How powerful southern influence 
is now in congress may be seen 
from a few facts. 

The speaker of the house, Sam 
Rayburn, is from Texas. The pres- 
ident pro tem of the senate, Ken- 


Reform of congress, now widely favored, cannot overlook this. 


tee on committees which hands out 
committee assignments for Demo- 
crats is composed of the Democrats 
on the ways and means commit- 
tee. Seven of the 15 are southern- 
ers, and there is one border state 
member. 

SO IT GOES. This explains why 
some change in the seniority rule 
is a chief concern of those who 
are trying to modernize. congress, 
including the joint congressional 
committee which is to report soon 
after a long investigation. 

Reforming the seniority rule is 
difficult because it bucks a system. 
Resistance is met for obvious rea- 
sons. 

Election of chairmen by com- 
mittees themselves has its draw- 
backs, as this would contribute to 
blocs and feuds. 

The suggestion considered most 
practical is to require rotation in 
the chairmanship every six years, 
which would help some. Seniority 
would be retained in promotion to 
chairman, but the practice would 
be modified by the six-year limita- 
tion on tenure. This may be recom- 
mended by the joint committee, 
headed by Sen. LaFollette, Pro- 
gressive, Wisconsin, and Rep. Mon- 
roney, Democrat, Oklahoma. 

Bold action is needed. Something 
must be done, in the interest of 
congress, itself, and of the public.

“Trippi has been in the service 
nearly three years and if he had 
not been the star player of the 
Third Air Force football team his 
discharge would not have been 
mentioned. 

“The Air Forces have declared 
surplus thousands of men of short- 
er service and fewer points than 
Trippi, many of them at Drew 
Field, and discharged them with- 
out provoking any comment. I un- 
derstand he was doing nothing but 
playing football which is certainly 
not an essential Army duty. 

“It is of course understandable 
that some officers are reluctant to 
reléase men who give them the 
gratification of a winning service 
football team and communities 
naturally dislike to lose star at- 
tractions which draw business to 
them. 

“However, no servicemen should 
be considered a civic project and 
be retained in the Army merely to 
exploit him as a football player 
for the benefit of any commu- 
nity.” 

“The action in Sgt. Trippi’s 
case is evidence of the good faith 
‘of the War Department in order- 
ing the demobilization of men 
with more than two years’ service 
who have no military duties to 
perform. 


“We will get along much faster | 


with the demobilization program 
if officers in command will ad- 
here strictly to the orders of the 
War Department providing for 
the release of personne). 

“Any man who is being kept 
in the service solely to play foot- 
ball is surplus to military needs 
and the War Department should 
move | to discharge them immedi- 
ately.”

What Goes On Backstage 
In the Literary Pageant

- ANNE MILLER DOWNES, who. 


wrote “Heartwood,” had a highly 
valued compliment on her novel 
the’ other day from a man whose 
adult life has been spent in China. 
The gentleman deplored the em- 
phasis placed abroad by our lit- 
erature and movies on all the 
kinds of people whom few of us 
know, or would care to know. 
Somehow the wrong books travel 
to China—and other countries—to 
deceive those peoples into think- 
ing we in the United States are 
an erotic, an erratic or a shiftless 
lot. The theme in “Heartwood,” 
as the title implies, is that the 
strength in both man and trées 
comes from the strong core of 
their being. This fdea of people 
of character being able to make 
a good life for themselves struck 
the gentleman from China as typi- 
cal of the opportunity our -ountry 
offers. He wished novels of this 
type could be sent over exclusive- 
ly for a while, as a balance in 
foreign thinking. 

Mrs. Downes grew up surround- 
ed by the influence of both trees 
and boys. In upstate New York, 
there was a plentiful supply of 
boys and music in her home. Her 
family were artistic people. As a 
little girl normal life from the be- 
ginning was to express oneself 
either in music or poetry or writ- 
ing. An artistic outlet was natural 
to them all; a part of daily exist- 
ence. When she grew up and had 
studied journalism as well as mu- 
sic, she resolved to marry a man 
who had sisters who would pro- 
vide feminine company. When ro- 
mance came her way, however, it 
brought companionship, a good 
critic of her work, a lavish sup- 
ply of the comforts of life but no 
sisters. Resigned to this, she con- 
tinued writing articles, stories and 
novels, and: living the active life 
of a good’ citizen who will work 
at it, out in Scarsdale, N. Y. 


She admits writing from a man’s 
point of view, and says she likes 
meeting men but is always a little 
scared of women. When working 
on a book she hibernates complete- 
ly from weekend to weekend, 
spending her days at the typewrit- 
er and reading the day’s achieve 
ment to her husband at night. De- 
pending on their discussion after- 
ward, she either goes ahead or 
writes it over. She fills the mar- 
gins with penciled additions all 
around the little center of typing, 
like making a doily. When she 
could not get her regular typist 
for this manuscript, she typed all 
three versions herself rather than 
work with a new person. It took 
over a year to do it.

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Presbyterian 


News Notes 


By STUART R. OGLESBY. 

Religious publications—weeklies 
and monthlies—have had hard go- 
ing in recent years. During the 
days of the depression, one after 
another found itself unable to con- 
tinue and suspended publication. 
That such a fate did not come to 
any southern Presbyterian church 
paper is probably due to the fact 
that the general assembly, the 
high court of Presbyterians, sets 
aside a week, every fall, called 
church paper week, during which 


ithe value of church publications | 
‘is stresged in the churches of the) 


assembly and an active campaign 
is carried on by the women of the 
church to secure new subscriptions 
and renewals of old subscriptions. 

The week so designated, this 
year, is Oct. 14-21. A rather re 
markable characteristic of this 
campaign is that efforts are made 
on behalf of publications not 
owned and edited by the church, 
though devoted to its interests, as 
well as on behalf of the one offi- 
cial monthly called “The Presby- 
terian Survey.” 

The “Christian Observer,” pub- 
lished in Louisville, Ky., lays 
claim to the distinction of being 
“the oldest religious weekly.” It 
is now in its 132d year of contin- 
uous publication. It is a Presby- 
terian family newspaper and 
rather consistently steers clear of 
controversial questions. 

In years gone by, practically 
every good Presbyterian family 


had the Christian Observer on its 


library or living room table. 

The writer of these notes does 
not remember the time when he 
was unacquainted with this fine, 
wholesome weekly which has ex- 
erted, through the years, a great 
influence for good among Presby- 
terians, and even outside the Pres- 
byterian field. 

“OUTLOOK” PROGRESSIVE 

“The Presbyterian Outlook” is 
published in Richmond, Va. It is 
a progressive, up-to-the-minute 
purveyor of religious news, ably 


edited. It is not afraid of contro- ' 


versy and though frankly partisan 
on some issues, presents both sides 
of live questions for the informa- 
tion of its readers. The “Outlook” 
is a staunch supporter of “The 
Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America,” “The World 
Council of Churches” and of the 
movement rapidly gaining head- 
way in the south for reunion with 
the Presbyterian church, U. S. A., 
from which the southern Presby- 
terian church separated in 1861. 

In its present form and name, 
the Presbyterian Outlook is rather 
young in the field, being the suc- 
cessor of several former Presbyte- 
rian publications such as “The 
Presbyterian of the South,” “The 
Southwestern Presbyterian,” “The 
Presbyterian Standard” and oth- 
ers. It advertises itself as “Old in 
Service, New in Spirit.” 

Some years ago, “The Presbyte- 
rian Journal” began publication at

NEW BOOK NEWS

FRED RUSSELL, sports editor of the Nashville Banner, who 
brought together some of his delightful newspaper writings in “I'll Go 
Quietly,” has a new and equally entertaining and informative volume 
off the press called “Ill Try Anything Twice” (McQuiddy Press, 


Nashville). 

Just as “Ill Go Quietly” car- 
ried an introduction by Grantland 
Rice, so this new book has a fore- 
word by Henry McLemore, which 
is a typical McLemore piece—per- 
sonal, humorous, and complimen- 
tary to Mr. Russell and his books. 
After commenting on a diversity 
of topics, somewhat in the “Crazy 
Like a Fox” manner, Mr. McLe- 
more in two simple sentences does 
a superb selling job for author 
and book, thus: 

“No writer in this country is 
better qualified to write another 
book like that first one .. . than 
Fred Russell. He has very few 
equals in putting down on paper 
the warmth and humor ofthe 
sports crowd.” 

THERE IS MUCH in this book 
of special interest in Georgia. A 
Georgia coach, for example, is re- 
vealed as a humorist of no mean 
ability. As Mr. Russell explains, 
“in the highly competitive South- 
eastern conference, coaches often 
get fake letters from ‘prospects.’

Tokyo Queries 
Reds’ Part in 
Jap Politics 


TOKYO, Oct. 13.—(4/)—With 
Russia reportedly taking an ac- 
tive hand, once-inert political fac- 
tions in Japan were consolidating 
or today for a midwinter gen- 
“sa ection that may become vio- 


yp Kijuro Shidehara’s new 
cabinet meanwhile approved wom- 
an suffrage, lowered the voting 
age from 25 to 20, dismissed 4,- 
800 “thought police” and abolish- 
ed the 13-year-old law under 
which some 60,000 political of- 
fenders had been arrested. 

Revision of uneasy Nippon’s 
constitution was begun, and 
friends of Prince Fumimaro Ko- 
noye, newly-named imperial ad- 
visor, reported that Emperor Hiro- 
hito was “seriously considering” 
abdication. They said, however, 
that Konoye was aiming suggest- 
ed constitutional revisions at 
strengthening the diet without al- 
tering the traditional position of 
the throne. 

POLITICS CONFUSED 

In the elections, entrenched of- 
ficeholders and their backers will 
be opposing a variety of political 
opponents who in turn are oppos- 
ing each other, and the balloting 
is expected to afford a cross-sec- 
tion of public opinion rather than 
effect any real influx of new diet 
members. 

Attitude of the Communists— 
supported, say American and Jap- 
anese officials, through the Soviet 
embassy—remains the biggest cur- 
rent question mark. Tokyo news- 
Papers report that local leaders 
are awaiting return of Japanese 
exiles—some of whom have been 
in Russia — before announcing 
their election platform. 


NEW PARTIES FORMING 
Veteran members of the diet 


who constitute old-line political § 


party leadership took their first 
cautious step today toward refor- 
mation by setting up a “research 
committee” to plan a new party. 
Two new parties also are forming: 
Ichiro Hatoyama, old-time poli- 
tician, heads the “New Japan Lib- 
eral party,” and Toyohiko Kagawa 
and Isoo Abe head the “Japan So- 
cial party.” 

Hatoyama in a radio speech to- 
day attacked the Socialists as de- 
nying “economic freedom of the 
people” through insistence on a 
planned economy. Kagawa and 
Abe earlier announced their broad 
Socialist platform. A second So- 
cialist party also was reported 
forming. 

Yoshio Shiga, liberated Commu- 
nist who had been imprisoned 
since 1928 for his left wing be- 
liefs, is advocating “establishment 
of democracy in the American 
way,” the Domei Agency reported. 

Preparing for a finish fight 
against the Reds is Japan’s new 
National Federation of Toilers, de- 
termined to preserve the throne.

HE first time we landed at Agana Air Base 
on Guam, we were pulling in from Iwo 
Jima. We were dirty and tired and happy and 
felt that if we could get a hot shower, a good 
meal and a sound sleep in a clean, dry sack, the 
world would do until Shangri-la came along. 
Since then, we've been 
in and out of the Agana 
terminal so often on jaunts 
here and there in the Pa- 
cific that we're beginning 
to feel like commuters 
passing through the local 
railroad station in search 
of the 5:15. 
Agana used to be the hub 
of the Pacific war, the GI 
Grand Central Station for 
the war-bound headed to- 
‘ ward Okinawa, the Philip- 
pines, Saipan and China. 
Now it’s the take-off spot for men reporting 
back to their units after time out on Guam, 
time out to doctor the wounds they got in the 
creeping, tedious battles that led so slowly and 
painfully to the finish. Some of these GI's will 
be going on to Japan and occupation. Others 
will rejoin their units only until the paper 
work is done and their points straightened out.

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Then, some of them will turn up here at Agana 

terminal again. Because this is also the place 

where soldiers say good-by to GI life and 

monotony in the Pacific and sweat out planes 

that will take them through Oahu toward Cali- 

fornia, Ohio, Kentucky, Illinois and Maine. 

The passenger waiting 

room is a long, low, mod- 

ern building about three 

times the size of the dance 

floor at the Copacabana 

in New York — and twice 

as crowded. There are 

never enough seats for the 

uniform-clad crowd which 

swirls in and out from pre- 

dawn morning until late 

at night. You have to be 

careful making your way 

across the terminal, to 

avoid tripping over tired 

infantrymen sacked out on their duffel bags 

and sailors curled up on the white canvas of 

their sea gear. You shove past admirals and 

pilots and Britishers and war correspondents 

and nurses, and, if you want coffee, you plow 

and push at the line three deep around the 
Red Cross stand. 

Everyone is Tokyo-bound or going State-

side. Everyone is bushed or nervous or asleep, 
everyone but the men behind the priorities 
desks working to clear passengers and freight 
to keep the works running smoothly. On the 
walls behind the boxed-in desks are huge, 
colorful murals, tourist-trade pictures of lush, 
tropical scenes and nude, iodine-skinned girls 
looking out of place and ludicrous in the noise 
and businesslike confusion. 


Set Up A Roving Mike 


Tue last time we made the trek to the air- 
port from the hill which housed us and 
Admiral Nimitz, we were off to do a job of 
work with Sgt. Howard Duff and Corp. Bill 
Lambeth, both of Los Angeles. They were 
going to set up a mike and record a typical 
hour in the life of the terminal for the Armed 
Forces Radio Service. We were to be their 
contacts with the crowd. 


In the 60 sweating minutes we were there, 
we brought a steady stream of GI's and brass 
to Howard’s roving mike. There were soldiers 
on their way to the Philippines, sailors on 
their way to Ulithi to pick up a ship, a group 
of infantrymen in bright new fatigues and 
bright new shoes, who were on their way 
to replace discharged GI's in a unit going to 
Japan, a Seabee, who was gray-haired and 
50 and the father of two sons in the Army 
and who had been on Iwo Jima since the day 
after D Day. 

Once in a while, the voices of the 
Transport Air Group or Naval Air Trans- 
port Service clerks would cut across the 
mike, calling all passengers for Oki or 
Saipan. Each time, a couple of dozen uni- 
forms would get up from chairs or duffel bags 
and herd toward the traffic desk. In a corner

hours before the news of the Jap surrender 
bid came through, then a staff sergeant who 
had been lifted right out of the jungles of 
Davao with the news of his rotation for dis- 
charge on points.

“I been four years in the Army. I been 
through five campaigns from Guinea to the 
Philippines. I got a kid four years old I’m 
gonna get to see now, I’m gonna see for the 
first time.”’ 

The last man Sergeant Duff interviewed 
was a tall, thin GI with a jaw that hung 
almost to his shoulders. He belonged to the 
Army’s great 7th Infantry Division. He had 
been wounded in the early days of the fighting 
on Okinawa and was waiting to return to his 
outfit there, when the news broke. He was 
still waiting to get back to his outfit, but he 
knew that he wouldn’t be staying there 
very long.

Howarp asked him how long he had been 
over. He answered in a flat, tired voice. 

“I been over since Attu. I think that’s a 
thousand years ago. I been over since Attu 
and Kwajalein and since Leyte and now since 
Okinawa. I been over a long time and now 


I'd like to stop being over. I'd like to go back 
to Chicago.”’ 
Sergeant Duff didn’t know what to say, 
but he said, ‘‘I hope you make it very soon.” 
The guy with the long jaw grinned, a tired 
grin, but happy. 


“We Finished It Off’’ 


‘I'm oN my way,” he said. “We did it, 
didn’t we? We finished it off. Now I can get 
started soon — and when I get myself on 
that last plane, I’m gonna shut my eyes and 
I’m not gonna open them again till we’re 
over home.”’ 

Looking around the Agana terminal, at 
the restless, churning activity of men and 
cargo pushing in all directions, toward the 
land of the lotuses and louses, toward the 
embarkation points, toward home, you knew 
that it had been too long. 

Looking around Agana terminal, you got a 
mixed-up feeling about it. You were glad it 
was all over. You were glad for yourself, 
because it meant going home soon for you, 
too, and then you were glad for everybody 
else. 

You were glad, but it made you sad, too, 


,because it made you think about how none

WHAT ABOUT THOSE MIRACLE DRUGS? ty sv. naccus 


Are you mixed up about 
them too? Here’s a chart 
that sets them straight 


HE past decade has been more fruitful 

than any period in the history of medical 
research. One after another, glamorous new 
weapons against death have tumbled from 
research laboratories. Diseases once consid- 
ered 100 percent fatal have yielded. Pneu- 
monia, former destroyer of 100,000 Ameri- 
can lives & year, now takes only a quarter 
that many. Thus, with pneumonia alone, 
these drugs have saved almost as many lives 
as war destroyed. 

People are generally appreciative of these 
triumphs over death. At the same time, these 
discoveries have come from the laboratory 
in such rapid-fire order that widespread con- 
fusion exists. The above chart should clarify 
the position occupied by each of these new 


Take the chart areas one at a time: 


SULFA: The great advantage of sulfa drugs: 
They are cheap, they may be administered by 
mouth. The physician carries them in his bag 
to use as a medicine of first resort. As a rule, 
response to sulfa is dramatic. If the drug is 


going to work, the physician knows it within 
a few hours. If not, he can turn to some other 
drug. 

Sulfa also has drawbacks. It damages kid- 
neys and some people are extremely sensitive 
to it. The biggest drawback of all: Bacteria 
become resistant to it. Once they have built 
this resistance, sulfa loses its effectiveness. 
At the dutset, sulfa was effective against a 
particular disease with almost 100 percent 
regularity. Today, in some areas where re- 
sistant strains of this microbe have taken hold, 
sulfa works only five per cent of the time. 


PENICILLIN: Bacteria don’t seem to ac- 
quire resistance to penicillin as they do to 
sulfa. Hence, when sulfa fails, physicians 
turn to penicillm. The two are active 
against approximately the same group of 
diseases, with penicillin being addition- 
ally effective against syphilis, heart in- 
fections, and a few others. 

It is excreted rapidly by the kidneys. To 
keep an adequate concentration of penicillin 
in the blood, it must be administered every 
three hours by hypodermic. Neither patients 
nor doctors like this. A great amount of re- 
search has been spent on a penicillin pill. 
This pill must withstand the strong stomach 
acids which destroy ordinary penicillin. Only 
recently has the problem been whipped. Up 
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Dr. Waksman traced streptomycin 


to then, penicillin was used almost entirely 
in hospitals. Now available in pill form, it 
may be prescribed for home use by physicians. 


STREPTOMYCIN: This gallant new drug 
takes up where sulfa and penicillin leave off. 
It attacks a whole class of microbes not 


touched by either of them. It is chiefly useful 
against bacteria which inhabit the intestine 
to cause such diseases as typhoid fever, chol- 
era, dysentery. “Early work indicates that 
streptomycin may be of value against tuber- 
culosis and leprosy. Like penicillin, this drug 
is derived from a microbe that lives in the soil. 

In early trials it has saved lives from 
certain types of blood poisoning once 
regarded as being fatal. It is active against 
urinary tract infections which plague older 
people, and against many types of surgical 
infection. A year may pass before strepto- 
mycin is widely available. But when it is, 
it should make medical history. 


VIRUSES: In a sense, the virus world is un- 
explored territory. Most people think of bac- 
teria as “‘bugs.’’ Actually, they are plants. 
Viruses, on the other hand, have many char- 
acteristics of the animal world. These incred- 
ibly small living creatures are invisible under 
the best optical microscopes. They cause a 
host of human ills: smallpox, infantile paraly- 
sis, influenza, sleeping sickness, rabies. 

Vaccines have been found which prevent 
some of these diseasés — such as smallpox 
and yellow fever —- but as yet no drugs have 
been found which will cure them.

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City Folks Did It

How white-collar workers, in 
their spare time, saved our 
forests. Now Uncle Sam wants 


them to stay on the job... 


UT a bunch of city people on lonely moun- 

tain peaks in the densest wilderness of 
continental United States and what happens? 
The U.S. Forest Service knows the answer. 
The city slickers do all right. For the past 
four years they have guarded the vast fir and 
pine fastnesses of the Pacific Northwest so 
well that they have worked themselves into 
possible postwar jobs. 

The U.S. Forest Service Reserves were 
organized primarily to fill the wartime breach. 
Yet experienced foresters like Jack Horton 
and Otto Lindh think they should be con- 
tinued now that the war is ended. 

“Even with all our rangers and guards 
returning from the Army and Navy,” ex- 
plains Horton, “‘there will be a lot of work for 
these trained men to make up. We have been 
over-cutting our forests to provide lumber for 


war. Conservation practices have been vio- — 


lated. Forests must be re-seeded and re- 
stocked. The reserves would release guards 
and rangers for other work.” 

To see one of these men at work, peer 
inside the birdhouse-like shelter which 
perches on stilts at the summit of Larch 
Mountain in Oregon’s Mount Hood 
National Forest. A man tanned by sun bends 
over the circular range-finder. He takes a pair 
of binoculars from a case at his side and gazes 
in the direction of a faint wisp of smoke on the 
horizon. Then he jangles the telephone which 
connects, along a frail line strung from tree to 
tree, with the ranger station down in the 
Columbia River Gorge. 

The bronzed-man in the lookout tower is 
not a veteran ranger. He is the pastor of a 
church in Portland, Oregon, who spends his 
time between sermons protecting the last 
great stand of virgin timber in this country. 


Guarding America’s Wealth 


From Oregon and Washington comes more 
than half of America’s lumber. Hundreds of 
men and women-—a bank cashier, vice- 
president of a candy company, grocery clerk, 
watchmaker, teachers and housewives—guard 
trees that were growing when Lewis and 
Clark crossed the American continent. They 
responded when the armed forces began drain- 
ing scores of trained men from the wooas a 
few weeks after war began late in 1941. 

These men were needed for the battlefronts. 
Toughened by hard work and long hikes.in 
the uplands, they became ideal combat sol- 
diers. But who would guard the timber while 
they were gone? 

The problem came up when Fred McNeil, 
night editor of ‘““The Oregon Journal” in Port- 


ing out toward the green hills above the city. 
It was only wilderness, yet it was more than 
that, too. It originated all of Portland’s 
bountiful drinking supply. It provided part 
of the flow at Bonneville Dam. It was a 
spawning ground for millions of steelhead 
trout and Chinook salmon. It gave sanctuary 
to deer and elk and chirping birds. And it in- 
cluded some of America’s richest timber 
wealth. Let fire gut that forest; and the lush 
watersheds of Oregon and Washington would 
be a charnel house. 

“I’m worried, Fred,”’ said Lindh. ‘‘Who’s 
going to man the lookout stations with so 
many of our guards gone?”’ 

“I wish I could help,”’ said the newspaper- 
man. “‘I’d gladly devote my vacation to it.” 

“‘Maybe you can,” replied the forester. 


Vacationing in Solitude 


Anp so the Forest Service Reserves were 
originated. McNeil volunteered to spend his 
vacation on a lonely lookout tower somewhere 
in the solitudes. By the time summer had 
dried the woods,-nearly 300 amateur foresters 
were manning lookout towers and guard 
stations. 

Al Monner, a photographer, took his wife, 
their daughter, aged four, and infant son, aged 
10 months, to the Tilly Jane guard station 
amidst Mount Hood’s crackling glaciers. They 
slept on the pine-board floor. 

Emil Cherney, a traveling salesman,. ar- 
rested three poachers for shooting deer during 
the off-season. Don Bailey, a _ telephone- 
company supervisor, had to fight a fierce sum- 
mer blizzard while he was packing supplies to 
Potato Butte. George Hadley, buyer for a 
maritime firm, at Lone Fir lookout with his 
wife and their 18-months-old son, rescued a 
chain of mountain climbers trapped by an ava- 
lanche. And practically all these amateur pio-

neers fought on the fire lines, keeping small 
blazes from expanding into deadly crown-fires. 

During the winter months the Forest Serv- 
ice conducts school four nights a week for its 
reserves. The amateur rangers learn how to 
live in the woods, how to use range-finders and 
portable radio sets, how to string telephone 
lines in the wilderness, how to check a fire 
which has already started, how to gauge wind 
direction and velocity, how to throw a 
diamond hitch on a pack mule, how to eat off 
the country. 


They Get $164 a Month 


‘Tuese amateur foresters have tackled some 
of the roughest country on the North Ameri- 
can continent. Most of them have helped 
protect the Columbia and Mount Hood 
National Forests, which swoop upward be- 
hind Portland, Tacoma and Seattle. The two 
forests total 3,500,000 acres in area. They rise 
to such towering peaks as Mourit Hood and 
Mount Adams, each more than two miles in 
height. They are ribbed with deep canyons, 
swift rivers-and tattered glacial moraines. 
Cheechakos, Indian lingo for ‘‘newcomers,”’ 
a forester from Alaska calls the amateurs. So 
that there will be discipline, the Forest Service 


pays the reserves the customary rate for such 
duty — $164 a month. 

The amateur foresters picked out 51 look- 
out points and have staffed them through four 
consecutive seasons. As one team or family 
left, another was trudging up the trail to take 
over. Most of them spent two or three weeks 
on their mountain aeries. 

Smoke in the sky or a glare on the hori- 
zon brings the lookout to his telephone. 
Three or four jerks on the old-fashioned 
handle ring the bell in a ranger station 
20 or 30 miles away. 

While the ranger waits at the other end of 
the line, the lookout centers the smoke or fire 
in his range-finder. He reports his observa- 
tions to the ranger who, while he waited on the 
line, has been calling to his assistants. Soon 
a crew is tramping through the timber toward 
the blaze. 

This is the estimate of the tenderfeet by 
Jack Horton, assistant regional forester in the 
Northwest and a ranger in the woods for 
nearly 20 years: 

“The summer existence to these men and 
women has been unique. They have lived in a 
way they had heard about, read about or seen 
pictured, but never dreamed of encountering. 
To the average ranger, life on those lookout 
stations is normal, matter-of-fact business. 
It is difficult for the trained forester to realize 
the profound change experienced by these

people — from crowded cities to lonely look- 
out posts in the high mountains. 

“Yet I think most of these people have 
succumbed to the majesty of towering trees, 
to the clear, stimulating air, to the camp- 
fires and wild flowers and unfettered wild life, 
even to the harsh beat of the storm. _e sim- 
ple life, they have told me, is doubly good 
for them during these tense times.”’ 

In fact, many of the amateur guards and 


lookouts have said they regretted the fact 
they did not make forestry their careers. 
These “city folks” have been the most 
enthusiastic workers in the eventful history of 
the Forest Service. Besides watching for fires, 
they have rounded up stray bands of sheep 
and cattle that graze on the National Forests; 
they have registered fishermen and campers 
entering restricted areas; they have strung 
telephone lines, cleared paths and trails. 


Some Were False Alarms 


But mainly they have saved the most valu- 
able forests in America from fire.: Despite the 
inexperience of the forest watchers fresh from 
office and store, not a single fire of serious 
proportions has occurred in the vast woodland 
areas which they have guarded. Nor was their 
task made easier by the fact that the Mount 
Hood and Columbia Forests were within the 
range of Japanese balloons loaded with incen- 
diary missiles. 

The first “fire” reported this past summer 
proved to be smoke from a stern-wheeled 
steamboat on the distant Columbia River. 
The second was the chugging of a Union 
Pacific oil-burning locomotive 40 miles away. 
The third was a rancher’s model-T boiling 
over at the top of a steep grade. 

“Those are the kind of ‘fires’ we like,” 
laughs Jack Horton. “They don’t burn down 
any trees.”

Drivers, Be Careful!

Fun — but it's dangerous to drive at prewar speeds 


Good manners help you 
keep safe on the road 


AD-MANNERED driving of cars 

leads to bad accidents. In 
fact, many persons have suggested 
that an examination in general 
courtesy be required of everyone 
applying for a driver's license. 
New importance has been put 
upon courteous and careful driving 
since gasoline was taken off the 
ration list before new tires were 
available. 

All of those who had cars to 
take out of storage, as well as 
those who merely opened their 
garage doors and drove out, did so 
with the feelings of prisoners set 
free! Gleefully, they rushed to the 
nearest gas station to shout the 
almost forgotten phrase — “Fill 
her up!" 

Never before has driving a 
ear given such delight! But 
neither has driving ever before 
held so many potential dan- 
gers. Not only is there plenty of 
gas to go just as far as one likes, 
but the government has now lifted 
the wartime speed limit of 35 miles 
per hour. 


Unwise Are Unhappy 


Wise drivers are sticking to this 
limit — and will, until new tires 
can be purchased. Unhappily, 
many drivers are not wise. To the 
suggestion that they drive slowly, 
their reply is, ““The old car always 
did seventy without effort!’ Un- 
fortunately it probably still can. 
In other words, its past reliability 
is its liability now. Seventy miles 
per hour is at least twice too fast 
for cars with uncertain tires and 
brakes. 

Especially to be feared are driv- 
ers who fail to realize the amount 
of harm that old age or climate 
can do to machinery that has been 
unused or used very little. A war 
worker, on the other hand, who 
has been using his car daily is 


likely to know of any weakness as 
it develops. 

Even so, it is dangerous to over- 
look the fact that cars which have 
been running during the time we’ ve 
had a shortage of good mechanics 
and spare parts, are often in very 
bad shape. We can’t be sure how 
good our brakes would be under 
an exacting strain. And even 
though recapped tires that have 
been run far beyond their normal 
life may still be useful at 35 miles 
per hour, at high speeds they are 
a menace. 


Keep It In Shape 


IN OTHER words, it is necessary 
to realize that the driver has‘a 
responsibility not only for the 
way he drives but also for the con- 
dition of his car. The most perfect 
driver in the world is helpless 
when the machinery he counts on 
fails to respond to requirements. 

Therefore the regular courtesies 
of motor driving should be fol- 
lowed even more carefully than 
ever before. A drunken driver has 
always been recognized as a men- 
ace to those who encounter him on 
the road, as well as to those with 
him. But the chances taken by an 
exhilarated driver are often over- 
looked until the newspapers carry 
one more story of a fatal motor 
crash — caused by the muddle- 
headedness of a driver who tries 
to push ahead, tries to beat the 
lights or crowds another car off 
the road. 

All courteous drivers should 
avoid making erratic signals, 
or worse, sudden changes of 
mind. These, as we all know, are 
the greatest cause of accidents. At 
popular parking places don’t mo- 
nopolize space for two parked cars 
or park so close to others that 
they’re prevented from _ pulling 
out. When driving in the city, re- 
member that  discourtesies to 
pedestrians can turn out to be 
manslaughter!

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How To Wake Up 


BY CHARLES D. RICE 


This is no joke. If you want 
' to start the day with a smile, 
follow these simple rules... 


ILLIONS upon millions of words have 

been written about how to go to sleep. 
Physicians, physiologists and psychiatrists 
have all joined forces in a heroic effort to 
shove poor, restless John Smith into the 
arms of Morpheus. 

But what is being done for the poor devils 
who can’t wake up? Nobody gives a fig 
for their plight. 

Being a veteran sufferer myself, I under- 
stand all the myriad pangs and tortures of 


. waking up. In fact, recently I decided to do 


something about it. I reasoned that if sci- 
ence can tell you how to get to sleep at 
night, science should be able to tell you 
how to get your trousers on in the morning. 
I went about my investigation in a thor- 
ough, serious way, and I’m glad to say that 
I came up with some concrete, scientifically- 
approved methods to combat morning 
fatigue. What’s more, they are simple and 
workable: After practicing them myself, I 
attest that I can now step from my litter 
without slugging my wife and children. 


Embarks on Interviews 


As PRELIMINARY research, I read every- 
thing in my local library on the physiology 
of sleep. Then I embarked on a series of 
three interviews, the first of which was with 
my family physician. 

“Doctor,” I said, as I entered his.office, 
“I’m worried. I have such an awful time 
waking up.” 

“Me too,” he said, with a monumental 
yawn. 

When I convinced him that I was looking 
for serious advice on the subject, he offered 
the following opinions: 

In the first place, he said, stop worrying. 
Reluctance to wake up is not likely to indi- 
cate any physical disorder. After all, several 
million of our fittest citizens hated the bugler 
worse than they did the enemy. However — 
and he stressed this — if a person feels un- 
due fatigue at other times than upon wak- 
ing, he should recognize it as a danger signal. 


“The process of awakening,” he said, “‘is 
a lot like that of gping to sleep, only re- 
versed, like a movie film run backward. 
The average person doesn’t drop off the 
second he hits the pillow; he shouldn’t ex- 
pect to wake up bright and cheery the mo- 
ment he opens his eyes. I’d even go as far 
as to say it’s healthy to dawdle a few min- 
utes. Don’t rush yourself. A friend of mine 
at a club I belong to keeps bragging about 
how he jumps out of bed into a cold shower. 
I tell him, ‘Dammit, George, that kind of 
stuff can cause an awful strain on your 
heart.’ ”’ | 


Pound Your Chest 


Ir was gratifying tp hear the doctor run 
down such mock-heroics, but I was after 
more than just negative advice. I said, 
‘I’ve read that it’s a widespread custom in 
China to slap your chest and breathe deeply 
when you wake up.”’ 

“Excellent,”” he said. “That speeds up 
the blood circulation. An even better trick 
is to hold your breath as long as you cah. 
It opens up the vessels on the body surface 
and improves circulation.” 

‘“‘Doctor,”’ I said, “lately I’ve been trying 
something of my own invention. I keep a 
glass of fruit juice on\my bedtable and drink 
it the minute I wakejup. It seems to work.” 

“Splendid. It’s the sugar in the juice that 
does the trick; the bloodstream assimilates 
it in a matter of minutes. You give yourself 
a quick refueling.” | 

However, he said, the best method is 
to lead a healthy life and get to bed at a 
respectable hour. That is exactly what 
one expects to hear from a family physician, 
so it hardly comes under the head of Help- 
ful Hints. I left the office as quickly as pos- 
sible to avoid the rest of the lecture. 

Interview No. 2 om my agenda was with 
a prominent physiologist. In this case it 
was a lady, well-groomed, affable but busi- 
nesslike. | 

“I’m trying to find out,” I said, “why I 
hate to get up in the morning. I know it 
sounds frivolous, but to me it’s serious.” 

‘‘My dear sir,” she laughed, “that’s not 
a complaint — that’s life!’’ 

When I’d got her sidetracked from her 
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own waking-up troubles, she explained a few 
points about body behavior during the 
night: Blood pressure falls with sleep. The 
blood supply of the brain diminishes. This is 
partly because your head is propped up on a 
pillow. Gravity works on blood just as it 
does on anything else. 

“Experiments have shown,” she said, 
“that a person can become unconscious 
merely by reclining motionless on a board 
slanted down toward the feet. Gravity 
draws blood away from the brain.” 

“Is that why you hear of soldiers faint- 
ing while standing at attention?” I asked. 

“Exactly,”’ she said, “though, of course, 
the heat of the sun may enter into it.” 

“Well,”’ I said, “if gravity works like 
that, I should think we might all be in 
danger whenever we stood up.”’ 

She laughed. “Hardly, unless we kept 
absolutely motionless. Any kind of mus- 
cular action counteracts the gravity pull.” 


Watch Those Slanting Boards 


Sue told me more about the sianting- 
board business, and said that some physi- 
ologists believed it possible to kill a person 


by carrying the test far enough. There is- 


no proof, however, since they haven't yet 
found anybody curious enough to volunteer 
for the all-out experiment. 

I made a mental note not to fall asleep 
on any slanting boards, and then asked the 
lady for some workable suggestions about 
waking up. 

“The best ways to improve blood circu- 


lation,” she said, “‘are to yawn, stretch, 
clench the fists, wriggle the toes. Another 
good rule is: Don’t draw the curtains in your 
room before going to bed. Morning light 
falling on the eyelids gradually stimu- 
lates mervous centers and increases 
the brain’s blood supply.’’ 

“How about a wake-up cigarette?” I 
asked. 

She gave me a withering look. ““Why not 
a cocktail, too?’’ she snapped. “‘As a matter 
of fact, apar from mere common sense, 
there’s a good scientific reason for not smok- 
ing when you wake up — it causes constric- 


tion of the blood vessels, and that makes 
you sleepier, if anything.”’ 

This led to the inevitable: The best pol- 
icy, she said, is to lead a healthy life and 
get to bed at a respectable hour, etc., etc. 
I took my hat and bade the lady a polite 
good-by. 

My last visit was to a nationally-known 
psychiatrist. I was bold by that time, and 
I entered the office, saying, *‘Doctor, I 
have trouble getting up in the morning, 
and I realize you do too, but let’s skip 
your own story.”’ 

He taughed, and wasted no time in ex- 
plainirig Alarm Clock Fever from a psychi- 
atric standpoint. “‘We lie abed in a state of 
conflict,”” he said. ““We are unable to get up 
but feel guilty that we don’t bound out of 
bed. If we are given to morbid rumination, 
we may begin to think that we are weak- 
willed, worthless — or even imagine that 
there is something physically wrong with us.”’ 

“‘Remember too,” he added, “‘there are a 
lot of really maladjusted persons, unhappy 
in their jobs or personal lives; such people 
naturally shrink from facing another day.”’ 

But getting back to the average sufferer, 
like you and me, he suggested that setting 
the alarm 10 minutes ahead of time would 
be common sense. That would give us a 
luxurious assurance that we could loll for a 
while without a guilty conscience. 

“How about putting the alarm clock 
across the room?” I asked. ““Then you’d 
have to get up to shut it off.”’ 

“I wouldn't advise it. I imagine many 
cases of ‘getting-up-on-the-wrong-side-of- 
bed’ could be traced to hasty rising.” 

I left the psychiatrist with gratitude that 
he hadn’t lectured me on healthy habits and 
hours. I was also speculating on the singu- 
lar status of the alarm clock — the only 
item of merchandise that Americans will 
pay good money for when they’d rather 
heave it out the window. 


Five Best Ones 


In my own test laboratory (my bedroom, 
to be exact) I have tried all the suggestions 
mentioned in this article, plus many more. 
Here are the five that I consider best: 

1. On going to bed, do not draw the 
shades or curtains. 

2. Set the alarm 10 minutes early. 

3. On waking, Sip a little fruit juice, or 
anything sweet. 

4. Yawn, stretch and hold breath. 

5. Think how good breakfast will taste! 

My job is now done, and I hope my find- 
ings will be of help to my countless fellow 
somniacs (I suppose somniac is the opposite 
of insomniac). There is no estimate of our 
number, but it probably would be a safe 
guess to quote the last U.S. census figures

T Louise Reid Spencer, 
Mi peersitta fighter’s wife, one 
of the many American women who 
stuck by their husbands through 
terror-ridden months hiding in the 
hills during the Japanese occupa- 
tion of the Philippines. 

This tall, hazel-eyed Canadian 
woman traveled to the Islands as 
the bride of her mining-engineer 
husband. Four years of pleasant 
living; servants to do the house- 
work, Saturday bridge parties. 
Then came the Japs. 


They Were Hunted 


THen began a strange hunted 
existence for the Spencers and a 
small group of engineers and mis- 
sionaries, determined to evade 
capture. The little band lived 
among jungle savages who had 
never seen white people. They 
learned to live by their wits, under 
the most primitive of conditions. 
But the Japs advanced rapidly 
and the group scattered to live in 
native straw huts. They slept on 
bamboo poles, ate strange foods. 

It is of these gypsy-jungle 
housekeeping days Mrs. Spencer 
tells about in her book “Guerrilla 
Wife,”” just off the presses. A cook- 
book of a sort, as the search for 
food was the daily adventure, its 
preparation and stretching was 
the daily ordeal. Often the eating 
was a matter for laughter. When a 
strange viand appeared and the 
camp made criticism, always there 
followed this statement: “But it’s 
good, mind you, good.”” They had 
to eat it or starve. 

Unpolished rice was the one 
staple. But no bread, no dairy 
products of any kind were avail- 


able. There were chickens, but 
never chickens enough. The hill 
people had a few pigs to sell in 
exchange for bright cotton bolt 
goods the refugees carried. 

Eggs were the great luxury. 
Three eggs in the larder, then pan- 
cakes for supper. These were made 
of saba, a flour produced from a 
coarse type banana, sliced while 
green, dried in the sun, then 
pounded to powder. A raw sugar, 
muscovada, was watered down to 
make a brown syrup. 

The native coffee bean made a 
very poor coffee, ““But good, mind 
you, good.’’ Cocoa beans could be 
purchased once in a blue moon, 
these to roast, then grind to a 
paste to be cooked with boiling 
water for a hot drink. 

Even in the hills this hunted 
little band observed the holidays. 
Adobo was the great dish, .a 
chicken-pork combination famous 
in the Islands. Here is the recipe 
Mrs. Spencer brought home to the 
States and passes along to you 
as a souvenir of life in the “‘bush.”’ 


Adebe 

1 medium-sized chicken, dressed 

1 pound pork, lean and fat 

2 cups vinegar 

lg teaspoon black pepper 

3 bay leaves 

4 clove garlic, chopped 

Cut chicken and pork into small 
pieces. Place in earthenware or 
enameled bow! and pour over vine- 
gar (enough to soak the meat), 
mixing well. Add pepper and bay 
leaves, let stand for % hour or 
more. Cook meats.in a small ket- 
tle or saucepan until tender, then 
fry with garlic in skillet until gold- 
en brown. Boil juice left from 
the meat until thickened; then 
pour over the dish. Yield: 4 por- 
tions. In the refugee camp one such 
dish would serve 10, the gravy 
water stretched to spoon over rice.
